The enforcement of the ' liquor
laws has  been conducted’ by the
Federal government ever since the
passage of what -is known as the
war-time prohibition law. The Vol
stead Act came in ‘October 28, 1919
and /the constitutional amendment
June 17, 1920, :

The assessment of fines’ under the
iquor laws has been a  prolific
gource of revenue to the govern
‘ment. From Septembar 1, 1919, tc
date more than $135,000 has been
paid by Charles N. Wll!l_nms. clerk
of the U. S. Treasury Court, intc
the United States Treasury on ac
count of violations of the liquor
laws. Of this sum, — more than
$100,000 has been paid in the local
and San Diego courts, the balance
at the sessions of the ‘Federal court
in Fresno. These figures do not
include the total amount of ' fines
assessed but’ only thosa paid.
